About forty representatives of various U. 5. organisations 
(including the National Mobilisation Committee Against the War 
in Vietnam* the Student Non- Violent Coordinating Committee, 
Students for a Democratic Society, the: American Friends Service 
Committee and the Southern. Christian Leadership Conference) 
met in Bratislava, Chechoslovakia* with representatives of 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. (DEV) and with South Viet- 
nam National Liberation Front (NLF) officials. According to 
a Czechoslovak preen agency report, the conference discussed 
n ihe future development in the anti- v?&r movement.* 1 The 
report added that the U.S. group v/as organized by David T. 
Dellinger, Tom Hayden, and Nick Egieson {the latter two being 
former SDS Chairmen). The NLF delegation was headed by 
Mme . Nguyen Thi BINH (currently head of the NLF negotiating 
team in Paris arid "Foreign Minis ter” in the recently established 
provisional "Government. n The Czechoslovak proas agency 
report concluded: 11 The Czechoslovak Peace Committee provided 
everything required to make this meeting possible. n Seen after 
his return from Czechoslovakia on 21 October 1967, Dellinger 
led the massive "peaceful demonstration* 1 zX the Pentagon.

The American delegation consisted of 85 persons, i! of them 
members cf the Students for a Democratic Society (3D3), The 
conference was sponsored by the World Federation of Democratic 
Youth and the International Union of Students. North Vietnamese 
and NLF representatives were present at the Festival along with 
American deserters. VL 22. B* DuBols Club members, through a 
minority of the delegation, effectively controlled it. Great propa- 
ganda attention was focused on Che U. S. role in Vietnam. Will-aim 
Cathbert, Chairman of the American Deserters Committee- in Stock- 
holm, announced that the Bulgarian government had financed fcho 
attendance of tho American doserijs.ro who hold several press con- *> 
for one cs and appeared Jointly with the members of the NLF. After, 
tho conference, and in response to a Soviet request, the delegation 
leader (also president of the DuBoas Chibs) selected eight Black 
delegates to tour the USSR.

Mobilisation Committee* Vernon Gris card, former national vice-, 
president of the SDS/US A and one cf the participants* stated fchs 
this meeting centered cn the Paris peace talks, on prospects of 
further student unrest* and cn furthering unrest among U. S.

This conference v/ao first proposed by the CPUS A at a 
secret meeting of Western Hemisphere Communist parties during 
the Conculafcivc Meeting of Communist; and Workers Parties in 
Budapest/ Hungary* 26 February - 5 March 19.68. It was decided 
at this time to hold the conference during October when it would 
have the greatest impact on the I9o3 U, £. elections. It was also 
suggested' at this meeting that each country send 10 - 20 delegates, 
one opt the United States and Canada, which would be expected to 
Gen’d 500 - 1, CC3 delegates. Gas Hall, chairman cf the CPUSA, 
stated that delegations should include representatives of aati- 
impsrialisfc- groups such no pacifists, church groups, and youth 
and trade union groups. Throughout the summer cf Ivco tno 
Communist Party cf Canada (CPC) and the CPUS A worked closely 
together to set up the conference. A dispute arose when the CPC 
wanted to limit its scope to questions ox Vietnam and the danger 
of XL S. imperialism to Latin America. The CPUS A, however, 
wanted to broaden its scope to lac iivdo all aspects ox imperi.U4.0tn, 
including ifca implications in U. S* domestic developments. These 
two positions continued to be a point oi ecs agreement ichrou^uoui. t* 
conference. The Communist Party of fcue* Soviet Union contributed 
a substantial amount o£ funds to support this conference.

The. conferences v/as planned and recjv.cc: ted jointly by the 
NUT and DRV delegations to the Paris Pence Conference* 

Assisting In the coordinating and setting uo of the conference 
was the Swedish International Liaison, Committee (ZLC)* Among 
the lenders of the XuC ere Carl H* Hermann sen, chairmen of 
iha Swedish Communist party, and Dr* John Tnlunan* Communist 
heed of the Shred irk Peace Committee. The ICC has been partially 
funded by the World Pence Council. 

Approximately 350*400 individuals attended £r otn 53 nations* 
The primary purpose of the conference was to promote acceptance 
of the NBF/DRV Ten Feint Peace Plan, proposed at the Paris 
peace talka among the world intellectual community* The NL»F 
and tho.DRV reportedly hoped thereby to v.cc the Influence of 
these intellectuals la their respective countries to develop world 
opinion in support cf their j^roposed solution to tao war* 

The head of the NBF delegation in Paris# Madame Nguyen 
ThI Blah# indicated privately during the conference that Hanoi was 
considering having prominent U.S* Black militant a# particularly 
those. opposed to tho war, visit Hanoi some time In the next four or

Both the NDF and the DRV delegations showed 


considerable concern ever the deteriorating anti-war movement in 
the U.S. They indicated that without public opinion in the U* 5. 
calling for American troop withdrawal# their efforts to achieve 
victory would bo handicapped* They urged those attending the 
conference, particularly those from the U* S* to revitalise the 
deteriorating anti-war sentiment*
